10. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

For the reasons stated in the above claim objections the claims are considered to 
be confusing as to what is being claimed.
